She is a daughter of C. Logan, a 
comedian of ability and_ note, 
and sister of Eliza Logan, one of the 
finest actresses of America. She was 
born in the State of New York in 1841, 
and is now in her 33rd year. She had 
the advantages of a happy, virtuous 
and cultivated home, and is the gradu. 
ate, with the highest honors, of an En- 
vlish female college—speaking all the 
modern languages with fluency and cor- 
rectness, In Avgust, 1854, she mace 
her debut onthe stage in Philadelphia 
at the Arch Street Theatre, but retired 
temporarily from the profession in 1857, 
when she went to France. In 1859 
she was presented at the Court of the 
Tulleries, and received marked atten- 
tions from the Empress Eugenie. While 
abroad she wrote for the press of both 
France and England, and published 
several works of fiction that established 
her literary reputation, ‘ Chateau 
Frissac” and “ Photographs of Paris 
Life” were issued in London in 1860, 
and achieved great success. She re- 
turned to the stage in August, 1864, 
appearing in New .York at Wallack’s 
Theatre, in a play of her own composi- 
tion, “Eveleen.” She won great ap- 
plause as an actress, but becoming dis. 
satisfied with the life, she finally re- 
nounced the stage in 1868, and be- 
came a public lecturer, Though known 
to tame as Olive Logan, she is married, 
her husband being Mr. Wirt Sikes, weil 
and favorably known asa writer. Olive 
Logan is author of the following works :

‘THE BRUTAL RAPE REVENGED, 


The Hanging of George Lea at 


Yancey ville—King Alcohol Claims 
Another Victim. | 


[SPECIAL TO DAILY NEWS. 
YANCEYVILLE, May 6.—Georze Lea, 
colored, convicted at the last term of 
the Superior Court of Caswell, of the 
crime of rape upon the person ot an 


day. The condemed has devoted most 
of his time since conviction to prayer. 
He has always refused. to’ see no- 
body except relatives, and to day his 
aged fathercame to take a last fare 
well. The scene between them was 
deeply affecting. The old man clasped 
his son to his breast, both sobbing pits 
eously fora long time. Large crowds 
of negroes came pouring into town all 
the morning, a majority of them being 
females dressed in their gayest attire. 
The jail yard where the workmen were 
erecting the scaffold was the point of 
interest to them all. The scaffold was 
rude but substantial, allowing a fall of 
five feet. Thogh intended to be hid 
from public view, it was much exposed. 
The condemned earnesly requested his 
former young master to remain and 
witness hisexecution. By noon there 
were at least five thousand negroes and 
but very few whites present, 
As the hour for the execution ap- 
proached the adjacent roofs, fences and 
trees were crowded with negroes. Such 
was the throng on the lower fence 
around the jail yard that it gave way 
with a crash, precipitating many negroes 

At 1:15 a. m., the Sheriff called Lea 
from his cell into the lobby of the jail. 
He was neatly attired in black. The 
Sheriff then placed a white shroud over 
his body and he was pinioned by the. 
elbows bebind and his hands in front. 
In this terrible plight he was led 
to the scaffold.. He mounted the 
steps with a firm tread. When asked 
what he had to say, he addressed the 
crowd, warning them against whiskey 
which, with the promptings of the 
devil, he said, brought him there. Ife 
acknowledged his crime, and said his 
peace was made with his God. 

As the Sheriff proceeded to pinion 
him, he loudly exclaimed “ Murs Tom,,. 
oh Mars Tom, goodbye, goodbye, I am 
abont to die: meet me in heaven.” 

body of Lea was dashed to the ground, 
quivering in the agonies of death.

The San Francisco Hraminer says: 
Some time ago Gov. Stanford, the! 
owner Of the trorse Occident, which was 
made famous from having been beaten 
in a race with the Goldsmith Maid, de- 
sired to buve a photograph of the ani- 
taken while said animal was going 
at full speed. Mr. Muybridge, the 
urlist, Was applied to, but he expressed 
his doubts tuat it could be done.

~ Mated for President. 

The wigwam in which the conven- 
tion was held was an immense struc- 
ture, capable of accommodating thous- 
ands of persons besides the delegates, 
butthe crowds assembled at Chicago 
were so great that only a small part of 
those who desired to be present could 
gain admittance tothe hall. Seeing this, 
the Seward men contrived a shrewd 
trick for the purpyse of giving the 
friends of Mr. Seward the possession of 
the hall, so that all manifestations of 
popular enthusiasm should be on the 
side of their favorite; and it was de- 
cided that no spectators should be al- 
lowed to enter withovt tickets issued 
from Mr. Morgan’s headquarters and 
distributed by the delegates. In giving 
out these tickets the Seward delegates 
were favored to the prejudice of Wes- 
tern men, and the Lincoin men saw that 
if something was not done to counteract 
the movement the wigwam would be 
packed with Seward’striends. A coun- 
cil war was held, at which it was re- 
solved that counterfeit tickets of admis- 
sion should be prepared the evening 
before the nomiuation, and when the 
Wigwam doors were opened the 
next morning the holders of these tick 
ets swarmed into the hall and crowded 
all the available space, to the exclusion 
of most of the Seward men, who had 
taken a leisurely breakfast in the perfect 
confidence that their genuine tickets 
secured them reserved seats. The re- 
sult of this was soon manifest. When 
Lincoln was put in nomination, and C. 
B. Smith, of Indiana, rose to second it, 
a storm of applause arose from all sides 
of the hall, while the nomination of 
Seward failed to evoke the enthusiasm 
anticipated and arranged for by his 
friends. The Seward claquers were en- 
joyiog the benefit of their reserved seats 
upon the sidewalks, while the Lincoln 
men filled the wigwam with their shouts, 
Doubtful and wavering delegates could 
not withstand the tidal wave ot the rail- 
splitter’s popularity, and were carried 
away, while the Seward managers gazed 
in stupid amazement upon the unex:

An Extraordinary Career--Attempt-' 
ed Suicide of a French Marquis at 
Chicago. 


A Chicago letter says: “This aiter- 


nooo a well-known grain broker at- 
tempted to put a sensational end toa 
checkered life. This was M. Charles de 
Belloy, who claims the title (to which he 


is indeed entitled) of Marquis de Belloy. 


Originally heir to an estate of nearly 
2,000,000 francs, he contrived to dissi- 
pate three-fourths of his fortune in Par- 
is and, Europe. With the remainder 
(something less than $100,000) he came 
_ to America, accompanying a well-to-do 
and fassionable New York tamily,whose 
acquaintance he had made in Paris, to 
your city. There bis $100,000 was soon 
diminished by four-fifths, and he went 


on to Utica, whence, after a brief stay, | 


he removed to Michigan. Hespent one 
winter in the backwoods hunting and 
fishing, varying the monotuny of forest 
life by making love to a handsome and 

cultured lady of Detroit. Thence he 
came to Chicago, found the excitement 
he craved, engaged in grain specula- 
tion, and was svon satisfactorily bank- 
Tupted. -

_ ative breught him irto a fortune of $80,- | 


000, and for awhile de Belloy was him- 


self again, till ‘No. 2 spring’ swallowed.
